The good city of Calgary is 
all worked up over the question 
of provincial autonomy. Its two. 
enterprising dailjes are publish- ) 
ing column editorials on 


subject. A mass meeting has 
been held and a delegation com- 
prising seven or eight of its most 
influential men has been sent to 
Ottawa to discuss the matter with 
the Dominion government. It 
certainly looks as if the new 
provinceshould have 2 good start 
with its chief city taking such 
as active interest in its organiza- 
tion. But a perusal of the news- 
paper articles the report of the 
mass meeting and the expres- 
sion of the delegates only deal 
with one feature of the provincial 
question, and rhat is the location 
of the capital. Naturally the 
location of the capital is a matter 
«ft considerable interest to the 
place in which it is to be located, 
or others which might hope to 
secure it. It is a very proper 
subject for discussion and con-

THE PROVINCIAL CAPITAL. 
Continued from psge two, 


ital placed provisionally at Cal- 
gary. They merely insist that 
it shall not be placed provision- 
ally at Edmonton. Such an 
attitude, however inappropriate 
or ill-judged, compels Edmonton 
to actively enter the field, thereby 
preducing contention between 
the two chief centres of popula- 
tion in the new province on a 
side issue, at a time when their 
united influence is most urgently 
needed for the common welfare, 
and at the same time projects 
into the field of Dominion politics 
a question which is essentially 
local in its nature. 

Had the Calgary people been 
willing to accept the provisional 
location of the capital when it 
might be made, depending on 
the rightfulness of their claims 
to subsequently secure it, they 
would have been in a very much 
stroager position than they are 
now. Forcing the Government 
to consider the question as a 
Dominion instead of leaving it 
as a provincial issue by taking 
for granted that the provisional 
location of the capital means its 
permanent location, that gov ern- | 
ment will be compelled to con-| 
sider prospective rather than ex- 
isting conditions, and will be in 


duty bound to see, whatever may | *° P 
that | proper location for the proposed 


be the ultimate conclusion, 
the first years of the new provin- 
cial government are not waste 
in a squabble about the perma- 
nent location of the capital. 
Provincial governments exercise 
a delegated authority for conven- 
ience of governmen? in certain 
matters. Matters whichalthough 
administered by such delegated 

authority are of the most vital 
gmportance to the people at large 
in working out the problems of 
progress and civilization. The 
people at large cannot afford to 
have their interests in regard to 
-education, municipal govern- 
ment, civil kw. coad improve- 
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ments, etc. made ducks and 
drakes of, at the very beginning 
of their provincial career, while 
the chief places in the province 
are concerned in a more or less 
interesting scrap about the loca- 
tion of the capital. 

The position of Edmonton is 
that, if for geographical or other 
reasons it is best entitled to the 
capital, it wants it; and if it is 
not best entitied let it go to the 
place that is so entitled. The 
position of Calgary is: Saleaty 
wants it, but if Calgary can’t get 
it, let it go to Banff, Red Deer 
or anywhere else except Edmon- 
ton. This is not a good spirit 
in which to approach provincial 
organization. The people of 
Edmonton are no better than 
most other people, and when 
antagonized they are apt to 
antagonize in return. Sup- 
posing Calgary to be successful 
in its present effort to prevent 
the provisional location of the 
capital at Edmonton and secures 
its location say at Banff. When 
the new province is formed what 
likelihood is there of Edmonton 
interests assisting in removing 
it from there to Calgary. And 
‘how is the removal to be secured 
Fill the co-operation of 
Edmonton interests. 

Amongst the many attempts 
rove that Edmonton is not a 


capital appearing in the Calgary 


d| papers is a map published in 


| the Herald of the 3rd.. A map of 


Alberta and its surroundings is 
shown with a series of oircles 
around Calgary and Edmonton 
respectively at distances of 100, 
r50and 200 miles, the purpose 
being to show the more central 
location of Calgary and less 
central location of Edmonton. 
It is well understood that the 
present provisional district of 
Alberta will be added to both to 
the east and north when the new 
province is created. To the 
south and west lie mountaiss and 
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British Coiumbia. [It | goes 
without saying that the boun- 
daries of Alberta are fixed in 
these two directions. The 
Herald map shows that the hun- 
dred mile circle around Calgary 
takes in a section of British 
Columbia forty miles in width, 
that the 150-and 200 mile circles 
to the west are entirely in British 
Columbia, that to the south the 
150 and 200 mile circles are in 
Montana. In the case of Edmon- 
ton the 200 mile circle just takes 
in the British Columbia boundary 
for a few miles. With that 
exception and that is practically 
not an exception, the Herald 
map shews Edmonton the centre 
of a full 200 mile radius; ail of 
which will be included in the 
new province. It is true that the 
200 mile circle with Edmonton 
as a centre does not take in the 
most southerly hundred miles of 
Alberta, But neither does it 
take in any part of the Peace 
river country. There is more 
territory to the north and west 
that must be included in the new 
province outside the 200 mile 
circle from Edmonton than there 
is to the south and east outside 
that circle.. The Herald's map 
shows conclusively that whatever 
claims Calgary may have they 
are not based on its central loca- 
tion. While it shows as con- 
clusively that if central location 
is to be considered the advantage 
is entirely with Edmonton. 

As a matter of fact Calgary 
claims that the capital rests 
entirely upon existing railway 
conditions. It would be a 
strange oversight on the part of 
the federal government if in 
locating the new capital, even 
provisionally, it did not consider 
the changed conditions while the 
definite arrangements made by 
yhat government in regard to 
railway construction must bring 
about within the next three or 
four years. The change which

‘must occur next year with the 
completion of the Canadian 
Northern to Edmonton, whereby 
a territo.y reaching 300 miles 
east of Edmonton, comprising 
some of the finest farming land 
in Canada, will be made avail- 
able for settlement must certainly 
be considered. It would be in 
the last degree unfair to the 
government’s own policy — of 
development of the Saskatchewan 
and Peace river valleys to per- 
mit the location of the new 
capital far to one side of’ the 
centre of area, and as must be in 
a few years, as far aside from the 


centre of population. 


The Calgary papers claim ‘that 
Alberta south of Red Deer cast a 
thousand more votes atthe recent 
federal election than did the 
country northof that river, and 
that this is areason for the loca- 
tion of the capital at Calgary 
rather than Edmonton. Admit- 
ting for the sake of argument— 
not as a matter of fact—that this 
is correct, itis hardly necessary 
to point out that ifthe population 
of Northern Alberta today is 
equal or nearly equal to that of 
Southern Alberta the construc- 
tion of the Canadian Northern 
and Grand Trunk Pacific rail- 
ways will infallibly place the 
Northern population immensely 
in thelead. If with 100 miles 
of railway Northern Alberta has 
a population nearly equal to 
Southern Alberta which has, and 
has had for years, some five or 
six hundred miles, with the com- 
pletion of the Wetaskiwin and 
Lacombe bratiches ofthe C. P. R. 
now under  construction—10o 
miles—the Canadian Northern 
also under construction 200 miles 
and the G. T. P. 500 miles, 
judged by all reasonable rules 
the bulk of population must he 
in the North, and in the country 
of which Edmonton is the busi- 
ness centre and commercial 
capital and therefor most con- 
venient for the political capital,
